SMUDGE BLINDS DRIVERS 





Machines Pile Up on Archibald 
and Fire Spreads Havoc 
Early Yesterday 





Death came yesterday to the 
man whose legs were fractured 
and whose body was seared by 
flames in the three-car crash and 
fire on Foothill boulevard -eariy 
yesterday morning. 

Jacques Delong, 21, Las Vegas, 
died yesterday afternoon at the 
(San Antonio Community hospital. 
; The machines concerned were driv- 
ing west. The spectacular tragic 
mix-up of cars occurred between 
Archibald and Turner avenues. 

An inquest jury was this af- 
ternoon hearing testimony of wit- 
nesses in Draper’s chapel here. A 
representative of the mortuary tes- 
tified that the youth died as the 
result of shock and third degree 
burns. 

Officer Ralph Dark and T, W. 
French, a passenger in one of the 
cars, testified it was so dark the 
white line on the pavement had 
to be followed. A person could 
see ahead only a few feet, they 
said. Smudge caused the dark- 
ness. 

A half a dozen other witnesses 
were to testify at the hearing.

Car No. 2 was a roadster driven 
by Kenneth Benson, Hermosa 
Beach, who crashed into-Car No. 1. 

Vehicle No. 3 was a truck, which 
crashed into the already tangled 
j{heap of machines, Delong was 
thrown under this truck by the 
impact. Fire immediately started 
and the youth was trapped. 

Ahead was another truck and 
ihe driver stopped when he heard 
ithe crash.
